Good Evening Ladies and Gentlemen, Fellow Graduates. 

The very first thing I want to say is “Congratulations” to the grad- 
uates. Your diploma tonight might just be a piece of paper but your 
high school diploma is the biggest and the best key you'll ever receive 
to open the doors of the future. 

It is quite an honour to be valedictorian for the graduating class but 
| found when I| sat down to write something and my mind wandered to 
the picture of two hundred to three hundred people in front of me, the 
one butterfly in my stomach immediately created a population explosion 
and the bones which ordinarily hold my knees together, felt like feathers, 
But, maybe if I lean hard on this lecturn, I'll be able to stand while I say a 
few words. The honour graduates ‘here have really passed from one way of 
life to another. Many are in a higher form of education and some are mem- 
bers of the working world. Now, if your morning professor or your em- 
ployer was of Italian origin, would you run and check his lunch to see if 
he always brought pizza sandwiches? But we did that in high school, 
didn’t we? Poor Mr. Nespolon. 

Now we've got enough work to do that we don’t always wait till 
the night before to get started on a long term assignment. 

If you took or are taking French in this last year of high school, I‘m sure the two words that stick in your mind are 
self-discipline and responsibility. | know there were times last year when we'd have liked to remove these words from 
the dictionary on the grounds that they were overworked. But I’m sure in the last two months away from home, we 
have all fully realized the importance of these words. 

So, as we start a new phase of our life, we try to set up new ideals for ourselves. One of the best ways to start is to 
change your outlook on school or on life as the case may be. Everyday we should get up and say, “Today | am going 
to be happy.” Last year. about halfway through the year, I’d get up in the morning, look outside and say, “Ugh!” Do 
I have to get up? If only I could hibernate for the rest of the year.” The best way to cultivate this idea of being happy 
is to smile at the first ten people you meet, you’ve made your day right there. You have made somebody else happy. 

Secondly, appreciate every situation you encounter. One philosopher stated “If we appreciate what we have, it 
always becomes more. If we belittle what we have, it always becomes less.” Also, learn to appreciate people. Accept 
other people for what they are. We must be very wary of first impressions and be careful not to type people in a par- 
ticular group. Everyone is an individual and deserves to be trusted as one. [ll tell you a little story to help illustrate my 
point. A certain teacher had labelled her students with the titles slow learner, gifted, and hyperactive. One little boy, 
who did all his paintings in purple was labelled as mentally deficient. Thinking she had a severe problem, she contacted 
the principal who later contacted the psychologist. They were all determined to get to the root of the problem. Before 
they had a word with the boy, the janitor came in. Going over to the little boy’s desk, he said, “Hey Johnny, why do 
you do all of your paintings in purple?”’ And Johnny replied, “Because I have to pass out the crayons and that’s the 
only colour left.” 

Lastly, learn to appreciate yourself. 1 don’t mean to change your facial features so that your nose becomes the 
highest part of your body. Rather, learn to appreciate your talents. If you always walk around saying, “Poor me” 
and “I can’t do this and I can’t do that,” you'll never generate a higher opinion of yourself. | experienced an out- 
standing example of this within the first two weeks at the Teacher’s College. In the very first art class, our assignment 
was to draw an elephant setting on a nest in a tree. The classic remark was, “I can’t draw an elephant.” Then you 
get someone who says, “I can’t even draw a straight line with a ruler.” But it’s easy to draw an elephant. By the 
end of the class, everybody had an elephant that looked like an elephant. 

With these few thoughts, I'll leave you.
